Ambulance  Pacilities 

There  is  one  Ambulance  (Stationed  at  the  Geevo?  Mine)  which  is 
available  night  and  day  for  the  area^ 

There  has  been  no  change  in  Laboratory  facilities^  Nursing  in  the 
Home,  Hospitals,  Treatment  centres  of  Clinics,  during  the  year. 

Immunisation  against  D iphtheria . 

During  the  year,  a  regular  Clinic  was  held  at  St.  Just,  and  during 
this  period  69  Children  under  5  years,  and  33  Childrer/of  School 

age,  received  a  complete  course  of  immunising  injections^  in  addition 
over  50  School  Children  received  "Refresher"  doses,  A.PaTo  being  the 
material  used,  Jhen  full  allowance  v/as  made  for  the  numbers  pass¬ 
ing  into  and  out  of  the  age  groups,  the  percentage  of  children 
remaining  imiuunised  as  on  31st  Deceinber,  1944,  was  78^  in  children 
under  5  years  and  75/i  in  children  of  school  age.  Over  1500 
Children  have  received  protective  immunisation  since  the  inception 
of  the  Scheme . 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Persons  Order. 


Arrangements  vvere  made  for  the  cleansing  and  treatment  of  persons 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Scabies,  or  Verminous,  for  their  removal 
to  the  Cleansing  Hostel  at  Penzance,  and  during  the  year  approxi¬ 
mately  70  (the  majority  being  Evacuees)  persons  received  treatment, 
either  as  In  or  Out  Patients.

In  the  St.  Just  Water  and  Sewerage  area,  there  are  four  houses 
on  the  privy  pit  or  bucket  system. 

The  four  bakehouses  in  the  area  have  been  kept  in  a  clean  state. 

Camping  Sites;-  There  are  no  licenses  issued  for  camping  sites, 
and  there  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  area. 

Schools;-  The  Schools  were  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  state 
during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sev/erageg-  There  were  no  extensions  to  any  of  the 
Sewers  during  the  year. 

Water ; -  During  the  summer  of  1944,  there  was  a  very  serious 
shortage  of  water  in  the  St.  Just  Water  area,  and  the  Council 
•were  obliged  to  augment  the  supply  , by  installing  a  pump  at  Nancheriow 
chute  to  the  Reservoir. 


During  the  same  period  the  water  supply  at  Trewellard  Hill  -was  also 
insufficient.
